TO 

Amend the Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900. 

B E it enacted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. Notwithstanding anything in section ten of the Petty 

Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851, proceedings may be taken within 
six months after the passing of this Act for the recovery of the 
amount due in respect of any promissory note to which section on e 
of the Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900, applies. 

10 2. A renewal of a promissory note purporting to have been 

made in pursuance of the provisions of the principal Act shall 
not be invalid, or incapable of being enforced in any court, or 
liable to stamp duty by reason only of the original note hiving 
been made in contravention of the provisions of section thirty-eight 
15 of that Act. 

3. This Act may be cited as the Charitable Loan Societies 
(Ireland) Act, 1904, and shall be construed as one with the 
Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Act, 1900 ; and the principal 
Act, the said Act of 1900, and this Act may be cited together as 
20 the Charitable Loan Societies (Ireland) Acts, 1843 to 1904. 
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
